1,000  Companies  make 
£270  million  this  year 


Where  do  you  come  in  ? 

It  is  announced  that  1,063  companies  made  S>270  millions  profit  during  the  first 
year  of  the  Labour  Government. 

The  same  firms  made  £257  millions  profit  during  the  year  before. 

They  are  making  more  profit  under  Labour  than  they  did  with  the  Tories  in 
the  saddle. 

This  is  not  what  the  people  wanted  to  happen  when  they  voted  Labour.  They 
want  more  money  for  themselves,  not  for  the  rieh. 

How  mueh  longer  are  the  employers  to  go  on  piling  profits  and  resisting  wage 
increases? 


Labour  was  given  power  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  working  people 

This  can  be  done  only  by  breaking  into  the  profits  of  the  rich. 

Labour  must  use  its  power.  Start  raising  the 
standard  of  living  by  insisting  on  wage  increases  now. 

Take  the  cost  of  wage  increases  out  of  profits. 

Don’t  take  it  back  from  the  workers  by  letting  prices 
rise. 

Compel  the  employers  to  make  industry  more 
efficient. 

Higher  production  of  the  goods  the  people 
need,  with  higher  wages  to  buy  the  goods;  this  is 
the  way  to  security  and  full  employment:  the  kind 
of  Britain  you  voted  for.

For  every  £1,000  profit  made  by  the  rich 
in  1938,  they  were  making  £1,900  profit  in 
1945.  The  economist.  Dr.  Barna,  estimates 
total  business  profits  in  1938  at  £1,286 
millions,  in  1944  at  £2,398  millions,  and  if 
it  goes  on  at  the  same  rate,  in  1950  it 
will  he  £2,680  millions.

Luxury  living  and  lavish  spending  have 
spread  from  the  West  End  of  London.  A 
stretch  of  a  few  miles  near  the  borders  of 
Berkshire  and  Buckinghamshire  probably 
houses  more  wealthy  people  than  any  other 
part  of  Britain  of  comparable  size.  Some 
are  known  to  be  intimately  connected  with 
black  market  dealing;  and  most  of  them 
spend  money  like  water  on  food  and  drink 
at  the  luxury  hotels.  I  moved  among  these 
people  and  watched.  At  a  table  next  to 
mine  there  was  a  party  of  ten.  .  .  .  the  bill 
was  nearly  £150. — News  Chronicle 
(22.6.46.).

The  less  food  for  you 
The  more  profit  for  them 

In  1939,  when  food  was  unrationed, 
Grosvenor  House,  Carlton  Hotels  and 
the  Savoy  Hotel  made  £56,000  profit 
between  them;  last  year  they  made  £595,0(X) 
— an  increase  of  over  half  a  million  when 
less  food  was  available.  How  do  they 
do  it?

The  beer  of  Britain  is  now  weaker  than 
in  any  other  country  in  the  world. — Sir 
Frank  Nicholson,  of  Vaux  and  Associated 
Breweries. 

The  spirit  may  be  weak,  but  the  profits 
are  stronger  than  ever:  Total  profits  this 
year:  Barclay  Perkins  &  Co.,  £853,000; 
Truman,  Hanbury,  Buxton,  £1,164,000.  In 
both  cases  more  profit  was  available  this 
year  than  last  year  for  shareholders. 


Disgraceful— 
But  it  goes  on  every  day 

It  is  disgraceful  that  a  well-known  Lon¬ 
don  hotel  should  stoop  to  this  sort  of  thing. 
This  was  the  comment  of  Mr.  Blake  Odgers, 
magistrate,  when  he  fined  Criterion 
Restaurants  Ltd.,  of  Piccadilly,  a  total  of 
£900  with  90  guineas  costs,  for  buying 
poultry  at  excessive  prices. — Daily  Worker 
(19.6.46.). 

What  the  Minister  giveth 
the  Minister  taketh  away 
(or  that^s  my  Family 
Allowance,  that  was !) 

If  you’re  out  of  work  through  tuberculosis  and 
you  draw  relief  money,  they  will  deduct  your 
family  allowance  from  your  relief — ^just  when  your 
children  can  do  with  it  most.  If  you  get  better 
and  go  back  to  work,  they  won’t  dock  your  family 
allowance,  when  you  don’t  need  it  as  much.  If 
you  draw  unemployment  relief,  the  family  allow¬ 
ance  is  cut.  If  your  husband  dies  and  you  draw 
a  widow’s  pension  with  extra  for  the  children, 
they’ll  stop  the  amount  due  to  you  for  family 
allowance.  If  you’re  on  workmen’s  compensation, 
off  comes  the  family  allowance. 

It’s  the  same  old  shabby  trick  the  Tories  used 
to  play,  before  the  war.  It’s  a  scandal  for  Labour 
to  be  doing  the  same  today. 


MEN  AT  WORK 

(1)  The  Steel  monopolists,  Tory  to  the  core, 
have  prevented  the  Government  taking  over  their 
industry.  These  steel-owners,  before  the  war, 
belonged  to  the  International  Steel  Cartel,  with  the 
firms  of  Krupp  and  Thyssen,  who  financed  Hitler, 
and  the  Comite  des  Forges,  which  supported 
French  Fascism  and  collaborated  with  the  Nazis 
after  France  fell. 

(2)  Sir  Oswald  Mosley  has  entered  the  “  pub¬ 
lishing  ”  business,  is  circulating  material  through 
the  post,  while  fascist  activity  increases 

(3)  200,000  Polish  soldiers,  who  won’t  go  to 
democratic  Poland  are  coming  to  this  country. 
Over  half  of  them  fought  and  worked  for  Hitler. 
Their  commander  is  the  Fascist  General  Anders. 
They  are  to  be  found  jobs  and  allowed  to  take 
British  citizenship.  83,000  already  here  are  cost¬ 
ing  £33  millions  for  board,  lodging  and  training.
